Teacher shortages ond big staff turnovers could cause diffi- 
culties in western and northern suburbs at the start of the school 
year according to the president of the Victorian Teachers’ Union, 


Elsewhere the start could be - unusually 
smooth, he said. A major statewide con- 
frontation on primary teacher-pupil ratios 
had been largely averted when the Educa- 


tion Minister agreed 


“ia the 
northern suburbs it has 
always been harder to at- 
tract teaching staff,” Mr. 
Bull said. “This may -lead 
to exclusion of beginners 
in some schools. : 

“Certainty many schools 
in the Preston, Footscray, 
Sunshine, Keilor, St. 
Albans and other’ areas 
find it hard to get smooth- 
ly through the first school 
days because they have 
such a high turnover of 
staff — almost everyone is; 
unfamiliar with the school 
environment, 

“This problem is in- 
creased during the year 
through a loss of teach- 
ers from the western 
and northerm suburbs.” 

‘Mr.. Bull said it was 
time the department Iook- 
ed closely at the need to 
attract experienced teach- 
ers to these areas — and 
keep them there.
